Dr. R. C. Flower had two narrow escapes 
from sleeping in the County Jail last 


night, When he appeared before Judge Chet- 
lain in the morging to give bond on the 
charge of obtaining $45.000 by false pre- 


tenses, an ancient indictment for the same 
offense was discovered, This was quashed. 
Then when the bond, on which 
he was to obtain his liberty was approved 
Clerk Magerstadt had gone home and could 
not attach his seal. It was thought this would 
act as a bar to the doctor's freedom, but 
Juige Chetlain,: after hearing arguments, 
ordered him rel from custody, Just as 
the doctor stepped on the street he was arrest- 
ed by Detective Devereux on a warrant sworn 
out by D. R. Chapman of Peoria charging 
him with the embezzlement of $350,000. 
After four hours’ chasing around town in 
carriages the doctor succeeded in giving bond 
for $10,000 before Justice Bradwell and 
once more he wag free.

The result was five to nine and the Chair 
was aot sustained, and when Mr. Healy an- 
nounced the vote there was considerabie ap- 
plause among the spectators. This seemed 
to irritate the new President and he re- 
marked: “He who laughs last will laugh 
loudest.”’ 

This action brought the resolution regard. 
ing the salaries before the house and Com- 
missioner Allen suggested that it should be 
amended so that the architect would not get 
fees for plans when no contract was let.

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the vault. The question arose of how a legal 
discharge from the County Jail was to be 
made out without the seal of the Clerk of. the 
Criminal Court. Judge Chetlain was of the 
opinion that Dr. Flower would have to spend 
the night in jail. Attorney Hayes, for Dr. 
Flower, insisted that the order of the vourt 
was sufficient without the Clerk's seal and 
would protect the Sheriff. Attor- 
ney Thompson, for the prosecution, 
was not so sure about that and 
thought everything should be in good 
order when a mafi who is alleged to have 
taken $45,000 illegally was admitted to bail 
in the sum of 35,000. Judge Chetlain 
looked up the law applying to the case and 
decided he could order the discharge of the 
prisoner without the clerk’s seal, and he so 
ordered. . 

When the matter of bail for Dr. Flower was 
first brought to the notice of Judge Chetlain 
in the morning and he fixed the bond at 
$10,000 two proposed bondsmen, Thomas 
W. Sprague, Fifty-sixth street and Cor. 
nell avenue, and James R. Mann, 
No. 334 Oakwood boulevard, were 
considered periectly good by the court for the 
amount of bond named, but it also developed 
that another indictment had been found 
against Flower and Pascal R. Smith by the 
September grand jury on charges sim- 
ilar to the one found by the 
October grand jury, and . the 
bail on this was $1,200. Judge Chetlain 
postponed the application for bail until 5 
o’clock. All the parties were in court at that 
hour, and arguments lasting nearly two flours 
followed, The defense siated that Judge 
Dunne, after hearmg all the facts 
some time. ago, fixed Dr. Flow. 
er's bond at 85.000. The prosecution 
denied that Judge Dunne heard all the facts 
and insisted Dr. Flower bad been a fugitive 
from Justice for two months. This was 
laughed to scorg by the defense, whith 
was certain that Dr. Flower was extremely 
anxious to have the case investigated in 
court. The prosecution intimated that Dr. 
Fiower would gladly pay a forfeited bond of 
$5,000. He would then be $40,000 ahead 


of the deal. 
Charte of Evasion. 


It was said he tried to evade the officers of 
the law on the way from St. Louis to Chicago 
by going to Indianapolis, The defense as- 
serted the doctor came to Chicago voluntarily, 
expecting to reach here yesterday morning, 
and that he was on his way to Indianapolis to 
spend Sunday when a detective of Mooney & 
Boland’s Agency arrested him. Judge Chet- 
lain listened to the statements of both sides 
and then fixed the bail at. $5,000. The Sep- 
tenber indietment, which is covered by the 
October indictment, was quashed. 

Nathaniel C. Foster, who claims Dr. Flower 
and Pascal R. Smith swindled him out of 
$45.000 in the Deming (New Mexico) Land 
and Water company deal, was in court, au in- 
terested spectator of the proceedings. Smith 
will give bonds of $3,000 this week, it is 
said. 

| Arrested Agnin. 

After having his bond of $5,000 signed, 
and being released from custody at the County 
Jail ut 6:30 o’clock last night, Dr. Flower 
thought some of his tribulations were over 
but as he was attem ting to step out of the 
back door of the jail he was intercepted by a 
detective from the Mooney & Boland 
Agency, who was at the Moor to meet him. 
The detectives had a warrant for the arrestiof 
the doctor charging him with “larceny by 
embezziement.” It was sworn out before 
Justice Prindiville last Wednesday by D. R. 
Chapman of Peoria, who charges that ‘the 
doctor beat him out of about $350,000 in 
bonds and stock of the IIlinois Coal 
and. Coke com pany three years 
ago. Since that time Dr. Flower 
has allowed the Chapman family an allow. 
ance of $25 a week. Mr. Chapman says all 
his property is in Flower’s hands.

After three hours of waiting Justice Bradwell 
arrived and the bond was finaily signed at 11 
o’clock and the doctor released. 

The Deal with Chapman. 

Supt. Sutherland of the: Mooney & Boland 
Agency tells the following story of Dr. 
Fiower’s connection with theChapman swin- 
dle and similar deals: | : 

„The Chapman case was probably the big. 
gest deal the doctor ever worked. He chose 
for his victim an old man by the name of 
Chapman who owned valuable coal lands in 
Peoria County, III. Plower knew the family 
in Ohio many years ago, where they all be- 
longed to the same church. The Chapmans be- 
lieved in him implicitly and when he proposed 
to take all their property, put it in his own 
name, and reorganize the company they ac- 
quiesced. In his usual smooth manner he 
worked the scheme with perfect success and 
not only got hold of all the old man’s proper- 
ty but he got his clutches'on the son’s prop- 
erty. While the deal was being made the 
son died, leavmg a wife and two 
small children, who are now penniless. In 
three years the doctor reduced the family 
from wealth to poverty. The widow and 
children have been living on an allowance 
given them by the doctor of about $25 a 
week. The property involved was formerly 
known as the Deming Coal company. After 
it was reorganized it was called the 
Illinois Coal and Coke company, Three- 
fourths of the stock belonged to the old man, 
D. R. Chapman. It was originally stocked 
for $400,000. Mr. Chapman's share was, 
therefore, worth $300,000, This and $50,- 
000 in bonds was turned dver to Dr. Flower, 
Mr. Chapman says, without the payment of a 
cent.” | 

Flowers Own Story. | 

While waiting for bail in Justice Brad well’s 
court Dr. Flower told his story to u reporter 
for Taz Trisunz. He said: | 

“The animus of all this criminal proseeu- 
tion is based on a civil suit trought in Bostou 
and one brought in Cook County. The latter 
was brought in Judge Baker's court. 
It was demurred to as not cho. 
ing sufficient cause for action and 
therefore no answer was necessary. The de- 
murrer was sustained. Poster's attorney got 
leave toamend the declaration. That was 
demurred to,and so the civil case stands on 
the docket. The next move was te begin crim- 
inal proceedings. First I was indicted by the 
September grand jury for obtainmg money 
under false pretenses. That case was allowed 
to drop. Then Oct. 191 was again indicted 
ou the same charge and the indictment 
was quashed, Then Nov. 12, I think, 
I was again indicted. As to the charge 
of fraud, Foster went with his attorney to 
New Mexico and spent a month investigating 
the property in which he fwas to invest his 
money. He found it just as I represented it. 
As a consequuence he put his money in it.“

OARS KOLL INTO LAKE OHAMPLAIN. 


Two Men Drowned and a Lively Escape 
for Passengers at Port Herr, N. . 

Aupany, N. I., Dec. 3.—[Special.]—Pas- 
sengers from the Montreal express of the Del- 
aware and Hudson road, which was wrecked 
at Port Henry this afternoon, reached here at 
midnight. Alfred Persons of Detroit, Minn., 
was so badly hurt he was taken to the Délavan 
House. From stories of the passengers the 
train was behind time and runumg at fifty 
miles an hour. In rounding a curve the strain 
was so great the spikes were drawn from the 
ties and the mail and baggage car, an emi- 
grant car, and smoking car went over the 
embankment. The ordinary passenger coach 
was prevented from followmg by lodging 
against a telegraph pole. The drawing-room 
car at the end of the train and the locomotive 
did not leave the track. The mail and bag- 
gage car rolled out intu Lake Champlain toa 
depth of fourteen feet. The top came aff and 
two men escaped. They were picked up by a boy 
in a boat. Two others in the car were drowned. 
They were Thomas Rouse of Wadhams Mille, 
mail clerk, and Riehard Quinn of .Baliston, 
express messenger. The smoking car was 
only half submerged and the passengers 
escaped. The emigrant car which was filled 
with men, women, and children returning to 
Norway and Sweden lay on its side on the 
brink of the lake. The affrighted passengers 
climbed through the windows and scrambied 
up the bank.

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‘BID FOR A LOOP LINE. 


PROPERTY-OWNERS ANXIOUS TO 8. 
OURE IT FOR THEIR STREETS. 


Complete Change of Front Follows the 
Arrangement of a Pian by Which All 
the Elevated Lines Will Use the Union 
TerminaleContest Between Men on Two 
Thoroughfares=The Structure Will Not 
interfere with the Light tm the Stores 
r. Pash Work on It. 


There is a complete change of front on the 
part of down-town property-owners on the 
question of granting a right of way for the 
elevated railroad loop since it became certain 
that an agreement has been reached between 
the four elevated com panies which assures all 
of them the use of the loop. Instead of what 
appeared to be insurmountable obstacles in 
the shape of property-owners’ objections with 
which the former loop schemes met there is 
now actually a scramble of property-owners 
to secure the loop for their street, Property- 


owners on Clark street are now attempting to 
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“HAIL, CASSAR, WH, WHO ARE ABOUT TO DIX, SALUTE 
your | 


have the loop turn north on that street be- 
tween Van Buren and Harrison streets, in- 
stead of running on Pacific avenue as was the 
original intention, and they have agreed to 


sign a petition if the company will ran the 
line on Clark street. 


The same situation is true on both Franklin 


street and on Fifth avenue, The property- 


owners on both of those streets are anxious 
for the road. and have agreed to sign petitions 
it the west side of the loop will be run on one 
or the other of those streets instead of on 


loop upon which something e 400, 
passengers a day will ultimately be carried 
will add greatly to the value of their prop- 
erty. 

Wabash avenue property-owners are also 
favorable to the loop. Marshall Field, L. Z. 
Leiter, S. B. Cobb, Owen F. Aldis, W. E. 
Hale, C. H. McCormick, Henry Bots ford. E. 
H. Blackall, the American Express company, 
John Quincy Adams, and many other Wabash 
avenue property-owners have agreed to sign 
a petition immediately after the signatures 
of the four elevated railroad companies are 
affixed to the agreement under. which all the 
roads bind themselves to use the loop. That

agreement will be officially signed tomorrow, 
and the property-owners mentioned have 
agreed then to immediately sign the right of 
way petition. 

The plan which Mr. Yerkes has worked out, 
bringing all the roads into a union loop 
scheme, was exactly what the property-owners 
have been fighting for. They have opposed 
all the previous loop propositions chiefly on 
the ground that, as all the elevated roads must 
have terminals, if a loop was built for one tne 
town would soon be cut up with loops for all 
of them. While ail the elevated railroad 
companies are greatiy pleased with the ar- 
rangement and feei that it adds immensely 
to the value of their securities, the property- 
owners ate inclined to the view that the ar- 
rangement adds even more than that to the 
value of the real estate along the line. 

President Hopkins and Attorney Gurley re- 
turned from New York yesterday and ap- 
peared to he thoroughly well pleased with the 
agreement that has been made. They do not 
give out the exact terms under which the 
Alley and other elevated companies will use 
the loop, but it is said those terms are en- 
tirely satisfactory to the Alley and Metropol- 
jtan companies, and will not compel them to 
pay a tribute anything like commensurate 
with the advantages gained. 

The plans for the structure have been com- 
pleted aad will be submitted to the property- 
owners along with the petition which they 
will be asked to sign. The structure will be 
the lightest elevated structure ever erected 
and will, it is claimed, interefere with the 
light in the stores little if at all.

that under the authority of the old resump- 
won la he had not only issued bonds this 
last year, but would continue to is- 
sue them in the future whenever 
he felt the condition of the Treasury 
required it. The declaration for free iron 

coal was passed over as being merely a 
reminiscerice of the tariff war of last sum- 
mer, but his declaration in regard to sugar 
was understood to mean that he had read 
aright tne hand writing on the wall of the first 
Tuesday in November. In his letter to Mr. 
Wiison last July he declared a duty on sugar 
Was necessary to the Treasury, and should 
not be avoided even if it did incidentally 
benefit the trust. Now, however, he pro- 
nounces against all protection to the frust, 
and his critics in both Houses ani of both 
parties are wondering why what was ali right 
in July should be all wrong in December. 

Summed up in a word, it may be stated the 
universal opinion is the present message 
is the weakest state paper that has ever come 
from the pen of Grover Cleveland, consider- 
ing the fact that to follow out its reeommend- 
atjionswould involve a change in financial 
systems greater than has taken place since 
the governiwent’s paper promises to pay were 
first issued in the dark days of the war.

Does Not Mean MecKinleyi«em. 


The restoration of the Republicans to 
power does not by any means indicate the 
restoration of the McKinley bill im its entirety. 
The sentiment of the Republican House, so 
far as 1 can gather, is in favor of conservative 
action by the next Congress, not only on the 
ta iff but on all other questions which 
affect the business interests of the country. 
Those with whom I have talked are up 


to radical action. In my judgment, so far us 


the next House is concerned, the Republicans 
will look to it that no action is taken by their 
large majority which will endanger or crip- 
ple the business interests of the country. All 
that is needed is such an amount of protec- 
tion as will place the American manufacturer 
and the American laborer on an equality with 
their foreign competitors. The President in 
his message today admits that the Witson bill 
was only crude and imperfect legisiation. It 
will be the purpose of the Republicans, so far 
as they are permitted to doso, to remedy this 
by wise and exceedingly conservative action. 
oderate changes of tariff are what the 
people demand and radical measures will tind 
but few supporters in the next Congress. 
Senator Chllom was called out of the cham.- 
ber and asked to give his views on the tariff 
program of the Republicans when they came 
into power. He said frankiy: 
We will do but little or nothing for the 
esent. The sentiment of both Senate and 
ouse is to stand aside and watch the course 
of events. Onething is certain and that is 
that we are not going to make any. pluages.

Representative Dingley Speaks. 


Representative Dingley of Maine, a State 
which has the reputation of being com 
toa high tariff and which is the home of 
Thomas B. Reed, who was the Speaker of the 
House when the McKinley bill passed, is one 
of the most outspogen members of the House 
in ringing the knell of what has come to be 
known as McKinieyism. As a member of the 
Ways and Means committee he said: 

If the Republicans should come into power 
tomorrow the McKinley ball would not be re- 
enacted into law. We have but one principle 
on which to act and that is to levy a duty just 
high enough to protect qur wages against the 
low wages of Europe. When we come to re- 
form the tariff, which cannot be for at least 
two years, we shall let the gdod things of the 
Democratic bill stand, for there are many 
things where the duty is as high as necessary, 
and the cotton schedule is one of them. e 
will do hardly anyth with the tariff until 
after the next Presidential election. The 
principle of protection is permanent and the 
Republican party stands by it, but the rates 
required to carry that oes into effect 
change as industrial conditions change.” 

Senator Allison of Iowa, whose study of 
both the tariff and the currency questions bas 
made him an authority on both, said to the 
correspondent: ‘** There is noth for us to 
do just now. Should we cofhe into fuil power 
of the government we will remodel the tariff 
as we have done it before. But this will be 
done solely on the basis of the conditions ex- 
isting at the time.

Guns Bay, Wis., Dec. 8:—The Gazetie pub- 
lished today an interview with Bishop Cotter 
of Winona. He denies the allegations of 
Archbishop Ireland’s financial embarrass- 
ment and the truth of the $500,000 New 
New York loan. Ireland’s enemies have been 
busy charging that his affairs are as bad as

The in 
was an historical résumé of sanitary science, 
in the course of which the speaker said” the 

ple of Egypt and India more rigidly 
sanitary laws than do the people of 
1 The out-of-door lite, the cleanliness 
maintained by pubiie baths, the food of 
nature, such as nuts and cereals, the loose 
clothing, the custom of embalming the dead, 
were some of their sanitary observances. In 
Rome, where water was brought sixty miles 
through aqueducts, and in Greece same 
laws of health were obeyed, even by the 
masses. ln medieval times, for some un- 
knowu reason, sanitary science declined over 
Europe, and there developed in conseq uence 
the horrible plagues that swept over the con- 
tinent. As to sanitation of the present day 
the lecturer said: 

Ip recent years the study of bacteria is doing 

much for sanitary science. All diseases, even 
cholera epidemics are preventable. The dread 
malady of consumption, rather than wholly he- 
reditary,is known to be contagious. Today 1 
would insist on the study of sanitation in the 

ublic schools. The State, providing bountiful 
or mental needs, should likewise meet the — 
of the body. To be sure. there is a smattering of 
sanitary study in the higher grades, but in the 
primary departments, where the children of the 
poor find a meager education and whicn class is 
more in need of such instruction, should these 
principles of health be taught. To my ‘mind 
such instruction is no less important than minor 
points of dead history. 

The body of the lecture was treated under a 
threefold division—light, heat, ventilation. 
Dr. Green insisted upon that germ destroyer, 
sunshine, in homes. Koch found by actual 
experiment that sunlight kills the germs of 
consumption in a few minutes. The diffi- 
culty today is that people not oniy have 
blinds on the outside but curtains three deep 
on 4 inside. A to heating, the speaker pre- 
ferred that system that will furnish the best 
ventilation. Steam heat is not desirable from 
a sanitary point of view on this account. The 
furnace is good if fed with fresh air. The 
modern replace is low and not so healthy as 
the New Eugland style. The ordinary stove 
is healthy oniy when fresh air is copiously 
supplied. The physiological effect of heat is 
that it produces exhaustion, or, worse, disease, 
Continuing the lecturer said: 

The healthy temperature is 65* to 70° Faren- 
heit though most people live in a temperature 
of 80° and wonder why they are so enervated 
and indolept. It would be better to increase 
clothing father than temperature. As to ventila- 
tion, the homes which have no ventilating shaft

MAY BE A FPAMOUS LOST OOMET. 


Edward’s Swift’s Disrovery Supposed to 
Be De Vico’s Wanderer. 

Los ANnentzs, Cal,, Dec. 3,—Recent ob- 
servations at the Mount Lowe Observatory in- 
dicate that the Edward Swift comet discov- 
ered by the son of Prof. Swift at the observa- 
tory Tuesday evening, Nov. 20, may turn out 
to be the famous lost comet discovered by 
De Vico at Rome Aug. 22, 1844, just half a 
century ago. The orbit of De Vico's comet 
was computed by Bruno and found to be 
within that of N its aphelion close! 
approaching the orbit of the giant planet — 
its perihelion lying just within the 
orbit of the earth. Its period was a 
trifle less than five and a half 
years and it shoula have reappeared nine 
times since its discovery, but it did not re- 
turn as predicted, or if it has returned it was 
never seen. The researches of M. Leverrier 
indicated it was identical with the comet ob. 
served by Lahiere at Paris in 1875, though it 
was not detected at any one of the many re 
turns to perihelion which must ha ve taken 
place in the interim. There was one rather 
peculiar feature about De Vico’s comet. Its 
orbit was direct and it was inciined only 2° 
54 and 56° to the ecliptic, the iuelination be- 
ing less than that of the planet Venus and far 
less than that of any other comet discovered 
in the present century, 

The inelinauon of the Edward Swift comet 
is about three degrees, or only six minutes 
greater than De Vico’s, and Dr, Barnard of 
the Lick Observatory, who has been studying 
it through his great thirty-six-inch refractor, 
suggests it is identical with the long lost 
comet of De Vico, which would be just about 
due at this time, being ite ninth periodical re- 
turn since 1844, differen¢e in inciina- 
tion might be accounted for by perturbations 
arising from being slightiy swerved from its 
true course by powerful attraction of 
some of the planets it has approached in its 
mighty journeyings thro

Mr. Wolff gave 
his successor a certified check for the amount 
called for by the books, and wag given a re- 
ceipt for the amount paid. Mr. Wulff’s ex- 
perts will remain ie the office checking back 
the books for discrepancies, and by custom 
Mr. Knopf’s own force Will check back for 
fifteen or twenty years. 

The amount in the redemption fund was a 

large one, although Mr. Knopf stated that 
there might be $100,000 in the fund one 
day and not $1,000 init the following day. 
At all events, it is in the redemption fund that 
the experts are chiefly eugaged in looking for 
shortages. In each redemption case there is 
a fee which goes to the County-Cler«, and 
these fees aggregate a larg: sum in them- 
selves, The experts are now checking the 
stub books, and the receipts obtained on ac- 
count of redemption moneys from owners of 
property. rocess is simple enough, but 
tedious, and with eight years’ accuinulations 
of stubs and receipts to go over the exami- 
nation will take several weeks. The 
“tax sharps,” or the men who buy 
in property advertised for sale for 
delinquent taxes, have always acted as a 
check on the redem fund. Their agents 
have never been siow in learning when any 
property was redeewed or in collecting the 
principal and interest received from redeem- 
ing property-owners. 
"Besides these funds the County Clerk’s of. 
fice receives various fees out of which the ex- 
penses of the office are paid and the baiunce 
turned over to the county every six months. 
All the semi annual reports under Mr, Wullff’s 
administration have been clear and have 
shown balances at every settlement. Rider- 
burg had charge of the banking affairs of the 
office, with the free use of Mr. Wulff’s name 
on checks or for other purposes.

DRUGGISTs MUST HAVE GOOD NOSES. 


Missourt Pharmacists Preparing te Have 
a Smelling Contest, 
In Missouri druggists are preparing to hold 
a big smelling contest at the annual meet) 
of the State Pharmacuntical. Association nex 
pring. That pill roller whocan name the 
greatest number of drugs just by smeiiing of 
them will carry off a cash prize of $50. It 
will probably be the first contest of tne sort 
ever held, though drugg ste have always rec- 
og tized the value of a well trained proboscis 
in determining the nature of chemicals. 
Chicago pharmacists are both interested 
and amused over the prospects for a smelling 
contest. There are few drugs. common or 
rare, that are absolutely odoriess, and the test 
of smell is a recogaised one among ali phar- 
macists. a ¢ 
“A druggist must have a good nose,“ said 
one. The odor of drugs is part of the test 
in all pharmaceutical colieges. A druggist 
will test drugs first by his nose, then by signt, 
then by taste; then he will experiment in 
chemical reactions. A great many rare drugs, 
like cumarin, can be determined by odor. 
Cumarin is derived from the tonka bean and 
‘has its destinctive odor. Other drugs, like 
carbolic acid in crystals, are easily distin- 
guished. Even substances lite oxalic acid, 
y setting up a characteristic irrigation 
in the nostrils. may be determined, 
Sodium byposulphite has a faint smell dis- 
cernivie by the educated nose and nitrate of 
silver has a faint but distinctive smell. The 
cyanide salts have an odor like peach or 
cherry stones—the prussic acid smells. All 
the salts of acetic acid are easily determined, 
and iodine and bromine sults have also their 
distinctive odors. On the other hand, the 
sodium salts are hard to distinguish. Hy- 
drastine has ne smell, and you cannot dis- 
tinguish the salts of mercury by iissmell. As 
for the tinctures, they are more easily dis- 
tinguished by odor than the saits. Nearly all 
Take arnica, 
pperinint, eardumon, even a lay- 
man can inguish them by their odors.”’ 
Druggist D. R. Dyche says: It is rather 
a comical idea, that vf a smelling contest.

a her northern frontier, Mexice 
has asked the punishment of the late disturb- 
ers her tranquillity. There ought to bea 
new ty of commerce and navigation with 
that country to take the place of the one 
which terminated thirteen years ago. The 
friendliness of the intercourse between the 
two countries is attested by the fact that dur- 
ing thie long period the commerce of each 
has steadily increased under the rule of mut- 
ual consNleration, being neither stimulated 
by conventional arrangements nor retarded by 
jealousies or selfish distrust. An indemnity 
tendered by Mexico, as a gracious act. for the 
murder in 1887 of Leon Baldwin, an Amer- 
ican citizen, by a band of maraudeis in Du- 
rango, has been accepted and is being paid in 
install ments. 

The problem of the storage and use of the 
waters of the Rio Grande for irrigation should 
be solved by appropriate concufrent action of 
the two interested countries. Rising in the 
Colorado heights, the stream flows intermit- 
tently, sieiding little water during the dry 
months to the irrigating channels already 
constructed 2 its course, This scarcity is 
often severely felt in the regions where the 
river forms a common boundary. Moreover. 
the frequent changes in its course through 
level sands often raise embarrassing ques- 
tions of territorial jurisdiction. 

Comments on Blue fleld« Incident. 

Prominent among the questions of the year 
were the Bluefields incidents, in what is 
known as the Mosquito Indian Strip, border- 
ing on the Atiantic Ocean and within the 
jurisdiction of Nicaragua. By the treaty of 
1860 between Great Britain and Nicaragua 
the former government expressly recognized 
the sovereignty of the latter over the sirip, 
and a limited form of self-government was 
guaranteed to the Mosquito Indians, to be 
exercised according to their customs, for 
themselves and other dweliers within its 
limits. The so-called native government, 
which grew to be largely madenp of aliens 
for many years disputed the sovereignty of 
Nicaragua over the strip and claimed the 
right to maintain therein a practically inde- 
pendent municipal government. Early in 
the last year efforts of Nicaragua to maintain 
sovereignty over the Mosquito territory led 
to serious disturbances, culminating in the 
sup,reseion of the native government and the 
attempted substitution ot an impracticable 
composite administration, in which Nicar- 
agua and alien residents were to participate. 
Failure was followed by an insurrection, 
which for a time subverted Nicaraguan rule, 
expelling ber officers and restoring the old 
organization. This, in turn; gave place to 
the existing local government, established 
and uphe!d by Nicaragua. Although the 
aliens’ interests arrayea against Nicaragua in 
these transactions have been largely Amer- 
ican, and the commerce of that region for 
some time has been and still is chiefly con. 
trolled by our citizens, we e¢annot for that 
reason challenge the rightful sovereignty of 
Nicaragua over this important part of der 
domain. 

For some months and during part of the 
time two of our paval ships have been sta- 
tioned at Bluefietds for the protection of all 
legitimate interests of our citizens. In Sep- 
tember last the government at Managua ex- 
pelled from its territory twelve or more for- 
eigners, including two Americans, for alleged 
participation in the seditious or revolutionary 
movements against the Repubiic at Blue- 
fields, already mentioned: bat through the 
earnest remonstrance of this government the 
two Americans have been permitted to return 
to the peaceful management of their business. 


Our naval commanders at the scene of these 


disturbances, by their constant exhibition of 
firmness and good judgment, contributed 
largely to the prevention of more serious con- 
sequences and to the restoration of quiet and 
order. : 

I regret that in the midst of these ocear- 
rences there happened a most grave and irri- 
tating failure of Nica n justice. An 
American citizen named Wilson, residing at 
Rama, in the Mosquito Territory, was mur- 
dered by one Arguello, the Acting Governor 
of the town. After some delay the murderer

Sorrow for the Czar’s Death. 


The recent death of the Czar of Russia 
called forth appropriate expressions of sorrow 
and sympathy on the part of the government 
with his eu ved family and the Russian peo- 
ple. As a further demorstration of respect 
and friendship our Minister at St. Petersburg 
was directed to represent our goveinment at 
the funeral ceremonies. 

The sealing interests of Russia in Bering 
Sea are second only to our oon. A modus 
vivendi has therefore been concluded with 
the imperial government restrictive of poach- 
ing on the Russian rookeries and of sealing in 
waters which were not comprehended in the 
protected area defined in the Paris awari. 

Oceasion has been found to urge upon the 
Russian Government equality of treatment 
for our great life insurance companies whose 
operations have been extended throughout 
Europe. Admitting, as we do, foreign cor- 

rations to transact business in the United 

tates, we naturally expect no less tolerance 
for our own in the ample fields of competi- 
tion a broad. 

But few cases of interference with natur- 
alized citizens returning to Russia have been 
reported during the current year. One Kize- 
minski was arrested last summer in a Polish 
province on a reported charge of unpermitted 
renunciation of Russian allegiance, but it 
transpired that the proceedings originated in 
alleged malfeasance committed by Kizemin- 
ski while an imperial official a number of 
years ago. Efforts for his release, which 
promised to be successful, were in progress 
when his death was reported. 

The Government of Salvador having been 
overthrown by an abrupt ‘popular outbreak 
certain of its military and civil officers while 
hotly pursued by infur’.ted insurgents 
sought refuge on boar ne United States 
warship Bennington, th. lying ina Salva- 
doran port. Although the practice of asylum 
isnot favored by this government, yet in 
view of the imminent peril which threatened 
the fugitives and solely from considerations 
of humanity they were afforded shelter by 
our naval commander, and when afterward 
demanded under our treaty of extradition 
with Salvador for trial on charges of 
murder, arson, and robbery, 1 directed that 
such of them as had not voluntarily left the 
ship be conveyed to one of our neurest ports, 
where a hearing could be had before a judi- 
cial officer, in compliance with the terms of 
the treaty. On their arrival at Sun Francis- 
co such a proceeding was promptly instituted 
before the United States District Judge, who 
held that the acts constituting the alleged of- 
fenses were political. and discharged all the 
accused except one, Cienfuegos, who was beld 
for an attempt to murder. Thereupon I was 
constrained to direct his release, for the rea- 
son that an attempt to murder was not one of 
the crimes charged against him, and upon 
which his surrender to the Salvadoran au- 
thorities had been demanded. 

Unreasonable and unjust fines imposed by 
Spain on the vessels and commerce of the 
United States nave demanded from time to 
time during the last twenty years earnest re- 
c onstrance on the part of our government. 
In the immediate past exorbitant penaities 
have ben imposed upon our vesseis and goods 
by customs authorities of Cuba and Puertô 
Rico for clerical errors of the most trivial 
character in the manitests or bills of lading. 
Ia some Gases fines amounting to thousands 
of dollars have been levied upon cargoes of 
the carrying vessels when the goods in ques- 
tion were entitled to free entry. 

Fines have been exacted even when the 
error had been detected and the Spanish au- 
thorities notified before the arrival of the 
goods in port. This conduct is in strange 
contrast with the considerate and liberal 
treatment extended to Spanish vessels and 
carzoes in our ports in like cases. No satis- 
factory settlement of these vexatious ques- 
tions has yet been reached. 

The Mora case, referred to in my last an- 
nual message, remains unsettled.» From the 
diplomatic correspondence on this subject 
whi ch has been laid before the Senate, it will 
be seen that this government has offered to 
conclude a convention with Spain for disposal 
by arbitration of outstanding claims between 
the two countries, except the Mora claim, 
which, having been long ago adjusted, now 
only awaits payment as stipulated, and of 
course it could not be included in the pro- 
posed convention. It was hoped that this 
offer would remove parhamentary obstacles 
encountered by the Spanish Government in 
providing payment ol the Mora indemnity. I 
regret to say that no definite reply to this offer 
has yet been made, and all efforts to secure 
payment of this settled claim have been un- 
availing. e 

To Protect Armenlan- Americans. 


In my last annual message I ad verted to 
the claim on the part of Turkey of the right 
to expel, as persons undesirable and danger- 
ous, Armenians naturalized in the United 
States and returning to Turkish jurisdiction. 
Numerous questions in this relation have 
arisen. While this government acquiesces in 
the asserted right of expulsion, it will not 
consent that Armeniaas may be imprisoned or 
otherwise punished for no other reason than 
having acquired without imperial consent 
American citizenship. 

Three of the assailants of Miss Melton, an 
American teacher in Mosul, have been con- 
victed by the Ottoman courts, and I am ad- 
vised that an appeal against the acquittal of 
the remaining five has been taken by the 
Turkish prosecuting officer. 

A convention has been concluded with Ven- 
ezuela for the arbitration of a long-disputed 
claim growing out of the seizure of certain 
vessels, the property of citizens of the United 
States. Although signed, the treaty of extra- 
dition with Venezuela is not yet in force, 
owing to the insistence of that government 
that when surrendered its citizens shall in no 
case be liable to capital punishment. 

The rules for the prevention of collisions at 
sea which were framed by the maritime con- 
ference held in this city in 1889, having been 
concurrently incorporated in the statutes of 
the United States and Great Britain, have 
been announced to takeeffect March 1, 1895, 
and invitations have been extended: to ail 
maritime nations to adhere to them. Favora- 
bie responses have thus far been received from 
Austria, France, Portugal, Spain, and Sweden. 

In my last message I referred briefly to the 
unsatisfactory state of affairs in Samoa ur- 
der the operation of the Berlin treaty as 
signally illustrating the policy of entangling 
alliances with foreign powers, and May 9, 
1894, in response to a resolution of the Sen- 
ate, I sent a special message and documents 
to that body on the same subject, which em- 

hasized my previously expressed opinions. 

ter occurrences, the correspondence in re- 
gard to which will be laid before Congress, 
further demcnstrate that the government 
which was devised by the three powers and 
forced upon the-Samoans against their in- 
veterate hostility can be maintained only by 
the continued presence of foreign military 
force and at no small sacrifice of life and 
treasure, 

The suppression of the Mataafa insurrection 
by the powers and the subsequent banishment 
of the leader and eleven other chiefs, as re- 
cited in my last message, did not bring last- 
ing peace to. the islands. Formidable upris- 
ings continued, and finally a rebellion broke 
out in the capital island, Upoiu, headed in 
Aana, the western district, by the younger 
Tamasese, and in Atua, the eastern district, 
by other leaders. The insurgents ravaged the 
country and fought the government’s troops 
up to the very doors of Apia, The King again 
appealed to the powers for help, and the cum- 
bined British and German naval forces re- 
duced the Atuans to apparent subjection, not, 
however, without considerable loss to the 
natives. A few days later Tamasese and his 
adherents, fearing the ships and the marines, 
professed submission. 

Reports received from our agents at Apia 
do not justify the belief that the peace thus 
brought about will be of long duration. It is 
their conviction that the natives are at heart 
hostile to the present government; that such 
of them as profess loyalty to it do so from 


fear of the powers, and that it would speed- 


ily go to pieces if the warships were with- 
drawn. )

It 
has not stimulated our commerce with the 
islands, Our participation in its establish- 
ment aguinst the wishes of the natives was in 
plain defiance of the conservative teachings 
and warnings of the wise and patriotic men 
who laid the foundations of free institutions, 
and I invite an expression of the judgment of 
Congress on the propriety of steps being 
taken by this government looking to the with- 
drawal from its engagements with the other 
powers on some reasonable terms not preju- 
dicial to any-of our existing rights, 


DISCUSSES THE TREASURY DEFICIT. 


Why Expenditures }+xeceeded Receipts by 
$69, 803,260.58. 

The Secretary of the Treasury reports that 
the receipts of the government from all 
sources of revenue during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1894, amounted to 6372, 
802,498.29, and its expenditures to 8442. 
605,758.87, leaving a deficit of $69,803,- 
260.58. There was a decrease of 815,952, 
674.66 in the ordinary expenses of the gov- 
ernment as compared with the fiscal year 
1893. There was collected from customs 
$131,816.580.62, and from internal rev- 
enue $147,168.449.70. The balance of the 
income for the year. amounting to 
$93,615.517.97. was derived from the 
sales of lands and from other 
sources. The value of our total duti- 
able imports amounted to $275,199,086, 
being $146,657,625 less than during the pre- 
ceding year, and the importations free of 
duty amounted to $379,795,536., being 864, 
748,675 less than during the preceding year. 
The receipts from customs were $73.536.,- 
486.11 less and from internal revenue 
$13,836,539 97 less than in 1893. The total 
tax collevteil from distilled spirits was 
$85,259.250.25; on manufactured tobacco, 
$8.617.898.62, and on fermented liquors, 
$31,414,788.04. Our exports of merchan- 
dise, domestic and foreign, amounted during 
the year to $802,140,572, being an increase 
over the preceding year of $44.405,378. 

The total amount of gold exported during 
the fiscal year was $76,898,061, as against 
$108,.680.444 during the fiscal year 1893. 
The amount imported was $72,449,119, as 
against 821.174.381 during the previous year. 
The imports of siiver were $13,286,552 and 
the exports were $50,451,265. 

The total bounty paid upon the production 
of sugar in the United States for the fiscal 
year was $12,100,208.89, bemg an increase 
ot $2,725,078.01 over the payments made 
during the preceding year. The amount of 
bounty paid from July 1. 1894. to Aug. 28, 
1894, the time when further payments ceased 
by operation of law, was $966.185.84. The 
totul expenses incurred in the payment of 
the bounty upon sugar during the fiscal year 
was $130,140.85. 


Deficit fur the Coming Year. 


It is estimated that upon the basis of our 
present revenue laws the receipts of the gov- 
ernment during the current fixcal year end- 
ing June 30, 1895, will be $424,427,748.44, 
and its expenditures $444.427,784.44, re- 
sulting in a deficit ef $20,000,000, 
all kinds in the country was $2.240,773,888, 
as against $2,204,651,000 Nov. 1, 1893, 
and the money of ali kinds, in circulation or 
not. included in the Treasury holdings, was 
$1,672,0938,422, or $24.27 per capita upon 
an estimated population of 68,887,000. At 
the same date there was held in the Treasury 
gold bullion amounting to 844.615. 177.55 
and silver bullion which was purchased at a 
cost of $127,779,988. 

The purchase of silver bullion under the act 
of July 14, 1890, ceased on Nov. 1, 1893, 
and up to that time there had been purchased 
during the fiscal year 11,.917.658.78 fine 
ounces, at a cost of $8,715,521.32, an aver. 
age cost of 50.7313 per fine ounce.. The 


total amount of silver purchased from the 


time that law took effect until the repeal of 
its purchasing clause, on the date last men- 
tioned, was 168.674,.682.53 fine ounces, 
which cost $155,981,002.25, the average 
price per fine ounce being $0.9244. 

The total amouat of standard silver dollars 
coined at the mints of the United States since 
the rassage of the act of Feb. 23, 1878, is 
$421.776.408, of which $378,166.793 was 
coined under the provisions of that act, $38,- 
531,143 under the provisions of the act of 
July 14, 1890, and 85.078.472 under the act 
providing for the coinage of trade-dollar 
bullion. The total coinage of all metals at 
our mints during the last fiscal year consisted 
of 63.485.220 pieces, valued at $106,216.- 
730.06, of which there were $99,.474.912,50 
in gold coined, $758 in standard silver dol- 
lars, $6.024.140.30 in subsidiary silver coin, 
and $716,919.26 in minor coin. 

During the calendar year 1893 the produc. 
tion of precious metals in the United States 
was estimated at 1,739,323 fine ounces of 

old of the commercial and coinage vaiue of 

35,955,000 and 60,000,000 fine ounces of 
silver of the bullion or market value of $46,- 
800,000 of the coinage value of 577. 
576.000. Itt estimated that on the Ist day 
of July, 1894, tock of metallic money in 
the United States, consistmg of coin 
bullion, amounted to $1,251,640,958, of 
which $627,923,201 was gold and $624,- 
347,757 was silver. 


New National Banks Organized. 


Fifty national banks were organized during 
the year ending Oct. 31, 1894, with a capital 
of $5.285.000, and seventy-nine, with a cap- 
ital of $10,475,000, went into voluntary liq- 
uidation. Twenty-one banks, with a capital 
of $2,770,000, were placed in the hands of 
receivers. The total number of national 
banks in existence the Slst day of October 
last was 3.756, being forty less than the 31st 
day of October, 1893. The capital stock 
paid in was $672,671,365, being 
$9,678,491 less than at 
time in the previous year, 
surplus fund and undivided profits, less ex- 
pentzes and taxes paid, amounted to $334,- 
121,082.10, which was $16,089,780 less 
than Oct. 31, 1893. The circulation was de- 
creased $1,741,563. The obligations of the 
banks to each other were increased $117,- 
268,334 and the individual deposits were 
$277 ,294,489 less than at the corresponding 
date in the previous year. Loans and die- 
counts were $161,206,923 more than at the 
same time the previous year, and checks and 
other cash items were $90,349,963 more, 
The total resources of the banks at the date 
me.itioned amounted to $3,473,922,055, as 
against $3,109,563,284.36 in 1893. 


WORD FOR THE WAR DEPARTMENT, 


Soldierly nerven During the Year—Praise 
for Gen. Schofield. 

From the report of the Secretary of War it 
appears the strength of the army on Sept. 30, 
1894, was 2,135 officers and 25,765 erlisted 
men. Although this is apparently a very 
slighe decrease compared with the previous 
year, the actual effective force has been in- 


“creased to the equivalent of nearly two regi- 


ments through the reorganization of the sys 
tem of recruiting and the consequent release 
to regimental duty of the large force of men 
hitherto serving at the recruiting depots. The 
abolition of these depots, it is predicted, will 
furthermore effect an annual reduction ap- 
proximating $250,000 in the direct expendi- 
tures, besides promoting generaily the heaith, 
orals, and discipline of the troops. 
1 execution of the policy of concentrating 
the army at important centers of population 
and transportation, foreshadowed in the last 


annual report of the Secretary, has resulted

tioned west of the Mississippi. This carefully 
matured policy, which secures the best and 
greatest service in the interests of the general 
welfare from the small force comprising our 
regular army, should not he thoughtiessiy em- 
barrassed by the creation of new and unneces- 
sary posts through acts of Congress to gratity 
the ambitions or interests of localities, 

While the maximum legal strength of the 


army is 25,000 men, the effective strength, 


through various causes, is but little over 30. 
000 men, The purpose of Congress does not, 
therefore, seem to be fully attained by the ex- 
isting condition, While no considerable in- 
crease in the army is, in my judgment, de- 
manded by recent events, the policy of sea- 
coast fortification, in the prosecution ot which 
we have been steadily engaged for some years, 
has so far developed as to suggest that the 
effective strength of the army be now made at 
least equal to the legal strength. Measures 
taken by the department during the year, as 
indicated, have already considerably aug- 
mented the effective force, and the Secretary of 
War presents a plan which I recommend to the 
consideration of Congress to attain thedesired 
end. Economies effected in the department in 
other lines of ite work will offset to a great 
extent the expenditure involved in the pro 
sition submitted. Among other things this 
contemplates the adoption of the three-bat. 
talion formation of regiments, which tor sev- 
eral years has been indorsed by the Secre- 
taries of War and the Generals commanding 
the army. Compact in itself it provides a 
skeleton organe tion. ready to be filled out 
in the event of war, «hich is peculiarly adapt- 
ed to our strength and requirements; and the 
fact that every other nation, with a single ex- 
ception, has adopted this formation to meet 
the conditions of modern warfare should alone 
secure for the recommendation an early con- 
sideration. 


Concerning the Ralliroad Strikes. 


It is hardly necessary to recall the fact that, 
in obedience to the commands of the Consti- 
tion and the laws, and for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the property of the United States, aid- 
ing the process of Federal courts and remov- 
ing lawless obstructions to the performance 
by the government of its legitimate functions, 
it becaine necegsarj in various localities dur- 
ing the year toemploy a considerable portion 
of the regular troops; The duty was dis. 
charged promptly, courageously, and with 
marked discretion by the officers and men, 
and the most gratifying proof was thus afford. 
ed that the army deserves that complete con- 
fidence in its efficiency and discipiine which 
the country has at all times manifested. 

The year has been free from disturbances 
by Indians and the chances of further depre- 
dations on their part are constantly becoming 
more remote and improbable. 

The total expenditures for the War Depart- 
ment for the year ended June 30, 1894, 
amounted to $56,089,009.34, Of this sum 
$2,006.614.900 was for sa aries and contin. 
gent expenses, $23,665.156.16 for support 
of the military establishment, $5,001,682.23 
for miscellaneous objects, and 325,371. 
555.96 for public works. This latter sum in- 
ciudes $19,494,037.49 for river and harbor 
improvements and $3.947.863.56 for fortifi- 
cations anc other works of defense. The ap- 
propriations for the current year aggregate 
$52,429,112.78 and the estimates submitted 
by the Secretary of War for the next fiscal 
year call for appropriations amounting to 
$52,318,.629.55. 

The skiil and industry of our ordnance of. 
ficers and inventors have, it is believed, over- 
come the mechanical obstacles which have 
heretofore delayed the armament of our coast, 
and this great national 5 
which we have entered may now pr as 
rapidly as Congress shall determine. With a 
suppiy of finished ns of large caliber al- 
ready on hand, to wh:ch additions should now

National Guard. 


The total enrollment of the militia of the 
several States is 117,533 officers and eniisted 
men, an increase of 5,843 over the number 
reported at the close of the previous year. 
The reports of inspections by regular army 
officers showa marked increase in interest 
and efficiency among the State organizations, 
and I strongiy recommend a continuance ot 
the policy ot affording every practicai encour- 
agement posible to this important auxiliary 
of our military establishment. 

The condition of the Apache Indians held 
as prisoners by the government for eight 
years at a cost of $500,000 has been changed 
during the year from captivity to one which 
gives them an opportunity to demonstrate 
their capacity for self-support and at least 
partial civilization. Legislation enacted at 
the late session of Oongress gave the War De- 
partment authority to transfer the survivors, 
numbering 946, from Mount Vernon bar- 
racks in Alabama to any suitable reservation. 
The department selected as their future home 
the military lands near Fort Sill, I. T., where, 
under military survei:lance, the tormer pris- 
oners have been established in agriculture 
under conditions favorable to their advance- 
ment? 

In recognition of the long and distinguished 
military services and faithful discharge of 
delicate and responsible civil duties by Maj.- 
Gen. John M. Schofield, now the General 
commanding the army, it is suggested to Con- 
gress that the temporary revival of the grade 
of Lieutenant-General in his behalf would be 
a just and gracious act, and would permit his 
retirement, now near at hand, with rank be- 
fitting bys merits. 


IN THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, 


President Cleveland Pleased with thd Cir 
cuit Court af Appeals. 8 

The report of the Attorney-General notes 
the gratifying progress made by the Supreme 
Court in overcoming the arrears of ita busi- 
ness and in reaching a condition in which it 
will be able to dispose of cases as they arise 
without any unreasonable delay. The result 
is, of course, very largely due to the succers- 
ful working.of the plan inaugurating Circuit 
Courts of Appeals. In respect to these tr. 
bunals the #uggestion is made in qu arters en- 
titled to the highest consideration that an ad- 
ditional Cireuit Judge for each circuit would 
greatly strengthen these courts and the corfi- 
dence — in their adjudications, and that 
such an addition would not createa greater 
force of Judges than the increasing business 
of such courts requires. I commend the sug- 
gestion to the careful consideration of 
Congress. 

Other important topics are adverted toin 
the report, accompanied by recommenda- 
tions, many of which have been treated at 
large in previous messages and ut this time, 
therefore, need only be named. I refer to 
the abolition of the fee systen: as a measure 
of compensation to Federal officers; the en- 
largement of the powers of United States 
Commissioners, at least in the Territories 
the allowance of writs of error in crimina 
cases on behalf of the United States and the 
establishment of degrees in the crime of 
murder. A topic dealt with by the Attorney- 
General of much importance is the cond.tion 
of the administration of justice in the Indian 
Territory. The permanent solution of what 
is called the Indian probiem is probably not 
to be expected at once, but meanwhile such 
ameliorations of present conditions as the ex- 
isting system will admit of ought not to be 
neglected. Iam satisfied there should be a 
Federal court established for the Territory 
with sufficient Judges, and this court 
should sit within the Territory and have the 
same jurisdiction as to Territorial affairs as is 
now vested in the Federal Courts sitting in 
Arkansas and Texas. 3

No appropriation ha-, however, been made to 
carry the act it to effect and the old and d to- 
creditable condition stil: exists. It is not my 
purpose at this time to repeat the considera- 
tions which make an impregnable case in fa- 
vor of the ownership and management by the 
government of the penal institutions in which 
edera ere are confined. I simply desire 
to again urge my former recommendations 
on the subject and to particularly call the at- 
tention of the Congress to that part of the re- 
port of the Secretary of War in which he 
states that the military prison at Fort Leav- 
enworth, Kas., can be turned over to the gov- 
ernment as a prison for Federal convicts 
without the least difficulty and with an actual 
saving of money from every point of view. 
Pending a more complete reform I hope that 
by the adoption of the suggestion of the See- 
retary of War this easy step may be taken in 
the direction of the proper care of its convicts 
by the Government of the United States, 


SUGGESTIONS FOR POSTAL SERVICE, 


Second-Class Mail Matter Abuses and the 
Kemed y. 

The report of the Postmaster-General pre- 
vents a comprehensive statement of the oper- 
ations of the Postoffice Department for the 
fiscal year. The receipts of the department 
during the year amounted to $75, 479.04 
and the expenditurés to 884.4. 414. 15. 
The transactions of the postal service indicate 
with barometric certainty the fluctuations in 
the Business of the country. Inasmuch there- 
foreas business complications continue to 
exist throughout the last year to an unfore- 
seen extent it is not surprising that the defi- 
ciency of revenues to meet the expenditures 
of the Postoffice Department, which was esti- 
mated in advance at about 58.000, 000, 
should be exceeded by nearly $1,250,000. 
The ascertained revenues of the last year, 
which were the basis of calculation for the 
current year, being less than estimated, 
the deficiency for the current year 
will be correspondingly greater, though 
the Postmaster-General states that 
the latest indications are so favorable that he 
confidently predicts an increase of. at least 8 
per cent in the revenues of the current year 
over those of the last year. The expendi- 
tures increase steadily and necessarily with 
the growth and needs of the country. so 
the deficiency is greater or less in any year 
depending upon the volume of receipts. 

Postmaster-General states that this 
deficiency is unnecessary and might be ob 
via at once if the law reguiatmg rates 
upon mail matter of the second class was 
modified. rate received for the trans- 
mission of this second-class matter is one cent 
per pound, while the cost of such transmis- 
sion to the government is eight times that 
amount. In the general terms of the law 
this rate covers newspapers and periodicals. 
The extensions of the meaning of the terms 
from time to time have admitted to the priv- 
ilege intended for legitimate newspapers and 
periodicals a surprising range of publications, 
and created abu- es the cost of which amount 
in the aggregate to the total deficiency 
of the Postotfice Department.

Increased Facilities Desired. 


The total number of postoffices in the 
United States the 30th day of June, 1894, 
was 69,805, an increase of 1,403 over the 

receding year. Of these 3.428 were Presi- 
Jential, an increase in that class of sixty-eight 
over the precedmg year. Six hundred and 
ten cities towns are provided with free 
delivery. Ninety-three other cities and towns 
entitled to this service under the law have not 
been accorded it on account of insufficient | 
funds. The expense of free delivery for the 
current fiscal year will be more than 612, 
300.000, and under existing legislation this 
item of expenditure is subject to constant in- 
crease. The estimated cost of rural free de- 
livery generally is so large that it ought not 
to be considered in the present condition of 
affairs, 

During the year 830 a iditional domestic 
money order offices were established. The 
total number of these offices atthe close of 
the year was 19.264. There were 14,304,041 
money orders issued during the year, being 
an increase over the pr ing year of 994. 
306. The value of these orders amounted to 
$138,798,579.49, an increase of $11,217,- 
145.84. There were also issued rity Pow

During the year 218 international money 
order offices were udded to those already es- 
tablished, making a total of 2,625 such 
offices in operation June 30, 1804.

Hereports a saving in expenditures 
during the year of $600,000, which is covered 
back into the Treasury. This sum is 23 per 
cent of the entire appropriation.

500, or 14 per cent, has been saved and re- 
turned to the Treasury. As illustrating the 
usefulness of this service it may be here 
stated that the warnimgs which were very 
generally given of two trepical storms occur- 
ring in 1 * and October of the present 
year resulted in detaini safely in port 
2,305 vessels, valued at „283,913, laden 
with cargoes of probably still greater value. 
What is much more important and gratifying, 
many human lives on these ships were also 
undoubtedly saved. | 

The appropriation to the Bureau of Animal 
Industry was $850,000 and the expenditures 
for the year were only $495,429.24, thus 
leaving unexpended $354,570.76. The in: 
spection of beef animals for export and inter- 
tate trade has been continued and 12,944. 
056 head were inspected during the year at 
a cost of 1% cents per head, against 4% cents 
for 1893. 

The amount of pork miscroscopically exam. 
ined was 35,437,937 pounds, against 20,- 
677,410 pounds in the preceding year. The 
cost of this inspection has been diminished 
from 8% cents per headin 1893 to 64 cents 
in 1894. The expense of inspectirig the pork 
sold in 1894 to Germany France by the 
United States was $88,922.10. The quantity 
inspected was greater by 15,000,000 pounds 
than during the preceding year, when the cost 
of such inspection was $172.367.088. The 
Secretary of Agriculture recommends that 
the law providing for the microscopic inspec- 
tion of export and inter-State meat be so 
amended as to compel owners of meat in- 
spected to pay the cost of such inspection, 
and 1 call attention to the arguments pre- 
sented in his report in support of this recom- 
mendation, 

The live beef cattle, exported and tagged 
during the year numbered 363,535. This is 
an increase of 69,533 head over the previous 
year. sanitary inspection of cattle 
shi to Europe has cost an average of 
10% cents for each animal, and the cost of 
inspecting Southern cattle and the disinfec- 
“tion of cars ana stock-yards averages 2.7 
‘cents per animal. 
| The scientific inquiries of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry have progressed steadily 
during the year. Much tuberculin and mal- 
lein have been furnished to State authorities 
for use in the agricultural colleges and ex- 
periment stations for the treatment of tuber- 
culosis and gianders. Quite recently this de- 
partment has published the results of its in- 
vestigation of bovine tuberculosis, and its re- 
searches will be vigorously continued. Cer- 
tain herds in the District ot Columbia will be 
thoroughly inspected, and will proba biy sup- 
ply adequate scope for the. department to 
inteiligently prosecute its scientific work and 
furnish sufficient material for purposes of 
illustration, description, definition. The 
sterilization of milk suspected of containing 
the bacilli of tuberculosis has been, during the 
year, very thoroughly explained in a leaflet 
by Dr. D. E, Salmon, the chief of the bureau, 
and givea general circulation throughout the 
country. | 

Work at Experiment Stations, 


The office of experiment stations, which is 
a purt of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, has during the last year engaged 
itself almost wholly in preparing for publi¢a- 
tion works based upon the reports of agri- 
cultural experiment stations and other institu- 
tions for agricuitural inquiry in the United 
States and foreign countries. Secretary, 
in his report for 1893, called attention to the 
fact the appropriations. made for the 
support of the experiment stations througt- 
out the Union were the only moneys taken 
out of the National Treasury by act of Con.

This has 
ted him to call for such examination of 
candidates for the position of assistant statis- 
ticians, and also of candidates for chiefs of 
sections in that division. 

The work done by the Department of Agri- 
culture is superticiaily dealt with in this com- 
munication, and I commend the work of the 
Secretary and the very important interests 
with which it deais to the careful attention of 
Congress. 

Advantages of Civil Service Reform. 


The advantages to the public sérvice of an 
adherence to tne principles of civil service re- 
form are constantiy morg apparent, and noth, 
ing isso encouraging to those in official life 
who honestly desire good government as the 
increasing appreciation by our people of these 
advantages. A vast majority of the voters of 
the land are ready to insist that the time and 
attention of those they seiect to perform for 
them important public duties shouid not be 
distracted by doling out minor offices, and 
they are growing to be unanimous in regard- 
ing party organization as something that 
should be used in establishing party princi- 
ples instead of dictating the distribution of 
public places as rewards of partisan activity. 

Numerous additional offices and places have 
lately been brought within civil service rules 
and regülations, and some others will prob- 
ably soon be included. The report of the 
Com missioners will be submitted to Congress, 
and I invite careful attention to the recom- 
mendations it contains. r 

lam entirely convinced that we ought not 
to be longer without a National Board of 
Health or nationa! health officer charged with 
no other duties than such as pertain to the 
protection of our country from the invasion 
of pestilence and disease. This wouid in- 
volve the establishment by such board or of- 
ficer of proper quarantine precautions or the 
necessary aid and counsel to loca! authorities 
on the subject, prompt advice and assistance 
to local boards of health or health officers in 
the suppression of contagious diseases. and 
in cases where re are no such local 
boards or officers the immediate direc- 
tion by the national board or offi- 
cer of measures of suppression, constant and 
authentic information concerning the health 
of foreign countries and all parts of out own 
country, as related to contagious diseases, and 
consideration of regulations to be enforced in 
foreign ports to prevent the introduction of 
contagico into our cities and the measures 
which should be adopted to secure their en- 
forcement. . 

There seems tc be at this time a decided in- 
clination to discuss measures of protection 
against contagious diseases in international 
conferences with a view of adopting means of 
mutual assistance. ‘he creation of such a 
national heaith establishment would greatly 
aid our standing in such conferences and im- 
prove our opportunities to avail ourselves of 
their benefits. I earnestly recommend the 
inauguration of a national Board of Health 
or similar national instrumentality, believing 
the same to a nesded precaution against 
contagious disease and in the interest of the 
safety and health of our people. 


Commends Strike Commission’s Work. 


By virtue of a statute of the United States

American Registry for American Owners. 


With the advent of a new tariff policy, not 
only calculated to relieve the consumers of 
our land in the cost of their daily life, but in- 
vite a better development of American thrift 
and create for us closer more profitable 
commercial relations with the rest of the 
world, it fallows as a logical and imperative 
necessity that we should at once re:nore the 
chief, if not the only. obstacle which has so 
long prevented our participation in tha for- 
eign carrying trade of the sea. A tariff 
built upon the theory that it is well to check 
imports, and that a home market, should 
bound the industry and effort of American 
producers, was fitly supplemented by a re- 
fusal to allow American registry vessels 
built abroad, though owned and navigated 
by our people, thus exhibiting a willingness 
to abandon all contest for the advantages of 
American transoceanic carriage. Our new 
tariff policy, built upon the theory that it is 


well to encourage such importations as our 


people need ana that our products and man- 
ufactures should find markets in every part 
af the habitable globe, is consistently supple- 
mented by the greatest possible liberty to our 
citizens in the ownership and navigation of 
shipe in which our preducta and manufactures 
may be transported.

Shipbuilding, 
which has been protected to strangulation, 
should be revived by the prospect of profit- 
able employment for ships when built. and 
the American sailor should be resurrected and 
again take his place—a sturdy and industri- 
ous citizen in time of peace and a patriotic 
and safe defender of American interests in 
the day of conflict. 

The ancient provision of our law denying 
American registry to ships built abroad and 
owned by Americans appears, in the light of 
present conditions, not only to bea failure 
for good at every point, but to be nearer a 
relic of barbarism than anything that exists 
under the permission of a statute of the 
United States. I earnestly recommend its 
prompt repeal. 


PRESIDENT SCORES CONGRESS, 


The Executive Angry at {te Failure to 
Authorize the Bond Issue. 

During the last month the gold reserve in 
the Trensury for the purpose of redeeming the 
notes of the government circulating now in 
the hands of the people became so reduced, 
and its further depletion in the near future 
seemed so certain, that in the exercise of prop- 
er care for the public welfare it became nec- 
essary to replenish the reserve und thus main- 
tain popular faith in the ability and deter- 
mination of the government to meet, as 
agreed, its pecuniary obligations. It would 
have been well if in this emergency authority 
had existed to issue the bonds of the govern- 
ment bearing a low rate of interest and 
maturing within a short period, but the Con- 
gress baving failed to confer such authority, 
resort was necessarily had to the resumption 
act of 1875, and pursuant to its provisions 
bonds were issued drawing interest at the rate 
of 5 per cent perannum and maturing ten 
years after their issue, that being the shortest 
time authorized by the act. I am glad to say, 
however, that on the sale of these bonds the 
premium received operated to reduce the rate 
of interest to be paid by the government to 
less than 3 per cent. 

Nothing could be worse or further removed 
from sensible finance than the relations ex- 
isting between the currency the government 
has issued, the gold held for its redemption, 
and the means which must be resorted to for 
the purpose of replenishing such redemption 
fund when impa Even if the claims 
upon this fund were confined to the obliga- 
tions originally intended and if the redemp- 
tion of these obligations meant their cancelia- 
tion the fund would be very small, But these 
obligations, when received and redeemed in 
gold, are not canceled, but are reissued and 
may do duty many times by way of drawing 
gold from the Treasury. Thus we have an 
endless chain in operation constantly depiet- 
ing the Treasury’s gold and never near a final 


rest. 

As if this was not bad enough, we have, by 
a statutory declaration that it is the policy of 
the government to maintain the parity be- 
tween gold and silver, aided the force and mo- 
mentum of this exhausting process and added 
largely to the currency obligations claiming 
this peculiar gold redemption. Our small 
gold reserve is thus subject to drain from 
every side. The demands that increase our 
danger also increase the necessity of protect- 
ing this reserve against depletion, and it is 
most unsatisfactory to know that the protec. 
tion afforded is only a temporary palliation. 
It is perfectly and palpably. plain that the 
ohly way under present conditions by which 
this reserve, when dangerously depleted, can 
be repienished is through the issue and sale of 
the bonds of the government for gold: and 
yet Congress has not only thus far declined 
to authorize the issue of bonds best suited to 
such a purpose, but there seems a disposition 
in some quarters to deny both the necessity 
and power for the issue of bonds at all. 

I cannct for a moment believe that any of 
our citizens are deliberately willing that their 
government should default in its pecuniary 
obligations or that its financial operations 
should be reduced toa silver basis. At any 
rate I should not feel that my duty was done 
if I omitted any effort I could make to avert 
such a calamity. As long, therefore, as no 
provision is made for the final redemption or 
the putting aside of the currency obligation 
new used to repeatedly and constantly draw 
from the government its gold, and as long as 
no better authority fur bond issues is allowed 
than at present exists, such authority will be 
utilized whenever and as often as it becomes 
necessary to maintain a sufficient gold re- 
serve, and in abundant time to save the credit 
of our country and make good the financial 
declarations of our government. 


Plan for Currency Reform, 


Questions relating to our banks and curren- 
cy are closely connected with the subject just 
referred to, and they also present some unsat- 
isfactory features. Prominent among them 
are the lack of elasticity in our currency cir- 
cuiation and its frequent concentration in 
financial centers when it is most needed in 
other parts of the country. The absolute 
divorcement of the government from the 
business-of banking is the ideal relationsh‘p 
of the government to the circulation of the 
currency of the country. This condition can- 
not be immediately reached, but as a step in 
that direction, and as a means of securing a 
more elastic currency and obviating other 
objections to the present arrangement of 
bank circulation, the Secretary o: the Treas- 
ury presents in his report a scheme modify- 
ing present banking laws and providing tor 
the issue of circulating notes by State banks 
free from taxation under certain limitations. 

The Secretary explains his plan so plainly 
and its advantages are developed by hirr. with 
such remarkable clearness that any effort on 
my part to present argument in its support 
would be superfluous. I shall therefore con- 
tent myself with an unqualified indorsement 
of the Secretary’s proposed changes in the 
law and a brief and imperfect statement of 
their prominent features. 

It is proposed to repeal all laws providing 
for the deposit of United States bonds as se- 
curity for circulation; to permit national 
banks to issue circulating notes not exceed- 
ing in amount 75 percent of their paid-up 
and unimpaired capital, provided they 2 
with the government, as a guaranty fund, in 
United States legal tender notes, including 
Treasury notes of 1890, a sum equal in 
a mount to 30 per cent of the notes they de- 
sire to issue, this deposit to be manitained at 
ail times, but whenever any bank retires any 
part of its circuiation a proportional part of 
its guaranty fund shall be retyrned to it, to 
permit te Secretary of the Treasury to pro- 
pare and keep on hand and ready for issue in 
case an increase in circulation is desired 
blank national bank notes for each bank hav- 
ing circulation, and to repeal the provisions 
of the present law imposing limitations and 
restrictions upon baaks desiring to reduce or 
increase their circulation—thus permitting 


such increase or reduction within the limit of 


75 per cent of capital to be quickly as 
emergencies arise.

Liability of Stockholders Retained. 


As a further security it is contemplated that 
the existing provision fixing the individual lia- 
bility of stockholdess is to be retained and 
the bank's indebtedness on account of its cir- 
culating notes is to be made a first lien on all 
its assets. 

For the purpose of meeting the expense of 
printing notes, official supervision, cancella- 
tion, and other like charges, there shall be paid 
u tax say of 1 per cent per annum on the 
average amount of notes in circulation. 

It is further provided that there shal! be no 


cept in case of a failed bank, shall redeem or 
retire its notes in the first inetunce at its own 
office or at agencies to be designated by it, 

that no fixed reserve need be maintained 
on account of deposits. 

Another very imporiant feature of this plan 
is the exemption of State banks from taxa- 
tion by the United States in cases where it is 
shown to the satisfaction of the Secretary of 
the Treasury and Controller of the Currency 
by banks claiming such exemption that they 
have not had outstanding their arp ee 
notes exceeding 75 per cent of their pai 
up and unimpaired capitai; that their 
stockholders are individually liable for 
the redemption of tneir circulating notes to 
the full extent of their ownership of stock; 
that the liability of said banks upon their 
circulating notes constitutes under their State 
law a first lien upon theif assets; that such 
banks have kept and maintained a guaranty 
fund in United States legal-tender notes, in- 
cluding Treasury notes of 1890, equal to 30 


per cent of tneir outstanding circulating notes, 


and that such banks have promptly redeemed 
their circuiating notes when presented at their 
principal or branch offices. 

It is quite likely that this scheme may be 
usefully amended in some of its details; but 


lam satisfied it furnishes a basis for a very. 


great improvement in our present banking 
and currenvy system. 

I conc.ude this communication fully appre- 
ciating that the responsibility for all leg:sia- 
tion affecting the peonle of the United States 
rests upon their representatives in the Con- 
gress, and assuring them that, whether in ac- 


cordance with recommendations I have made 


or not, I shall be giad to codperate in per- 
fecting any legislation that tends to the pros-

On one 
notable occasion she made a blunder 
that nearly resulted in the lynching of 
a prominent farmer near Darlington, 
Ind. It bout a boy who

Darlington. Mrs. 
was consulted and she said the 
boy’s body could be found in a well. This 
caused much excitement, anda warrant was 
issued -for the arrest of the man who was 
thought to have killed the boy. The man was 
in danger of being hanged. 8 at this junc- 
ture a man who lived four miles distant drove 
up with the lad, who said the boy 
had come to his house. Afterwards: a 
carcass of a, dog was found in an 
old well on the man’s farm. It had been 
thrown there by the farmer. The following is 
an alleged exampie of her power: A man 
near Newmarket died and his family knew 
that he had money hidden some place and his 
relatives went to Mrs. Crowe for aid in solv- 
ing the difficulty. She told them that the 
money was in a tin can and buried in a fence 
corner of a field near the house. The men 
hunted and failing to find it came back to her. 
She told them that they had been diggi in 
the wrong corner, as it was the next one. This 
proved correct and nearly $800 was found. 


WAITE TO KEEPGAMBLERS IN OHEOK 


Sharp Reply to Henver People Who De- 
sire to Have Open Gambling. 5 

Dexver, Colo., Dec. 3.— Gov. Waite has 
made a reply toa petition from the business- 
men of Denver asking that gam bling-houses 
be reopened. In his communication the Gov. 
ernor attacks those who signed the petition 
and says the Denver clergy were in league 
with the worst element before elec. 
tion to defeat him because he had 
endeavored to suppress gambling. He 
adds: The religious sertiment of 
Denver may be correct in opposing 
gambling and lewdness in the city, but they 
have been exceedingly tardy in their mani- 
festations. No vigorous war had ever been 
waged against gambling by any Governor of 
the State or Fire and Police Board. The 
present Governor tound Messrs. Orr and Mar- 
tin guilty of malfeasance in office iu protect. 
ing instead of prohibiting the gam bling-houses 
of the city, and removed them according to 
law. The officers so removed refused to va- 
cate their offices, and in the interest of the 
gam biers aroused an insurrection, and by aid 
of the Sheriff's office took illegal and 
armed ion of the City Hall. 
A District Court in interest of the gamblers 
enjoined the Governor from:the exercise of 
his constitutional rights, The issue was sharp- 
ly defined between the gamblers and the Gov- 
ernor, who called out the militia of the State 
to suppress insurrection. Now, where was 
the clergy of Denver, the Y. M. C. A., and the 
W. C. T. U., and the Prohibitionists in this 
fight? They were dead against the Governor. 
The exceptions are so smmali and insignificant 
as to be unworthy of notice.”’ ä

Plain People Defrauded. 


This system has been in force ever since 
Illinois was a State. Is it not strange the plain 
people, whom we hear so much about, have 
thus suffered themselves to be defrauded a! 
these years? But they surely have, and, 60 
far as appears, they will for years to come. 
Apparently they do not know what ails then 
nor have they any leaders wiser than then 
selves, What should honest men, who keen! 
appreciate the evil, do to correct it? Tempo- 
rizing with the matter should cease. Legisla- 
tive patchwork should cease. The only ade- 
uate remedy for unjust assessments is, in my 
judgment, the election of a State p 
who should have absolute control under 
the law of the whole matter of asseds- 
ments throughout the State, including the 
power of appointment and removal of all 
subordinates, in like manner as have the 
President and Secretary of the Treasury of 
the United States, in reference to the asseas- 
ment and collection of customs duties and in- 
ternal revenue. There is no nonsense, or 
very little, about that. The United States 
laws are enforced and obeyed at all points on 
a uniform basis. So would the State laws be 
under a State Assessor if there were wisdom 
enough to provide for one. Men whose faith- 
Tul conduct in office is their only guaranty 
for continued employment there will faith- 
fully perform their duties under proper 
central guidance. . They will not do it when 
they are iooking for votes or for the ** crumbs 
that fall from the rich mau's table. 

Many people are affrighted at what the 
consider the gieat difficulty in reaching and 
valuing personal property. The difficulty is 
indeed great, but hardiy greater than t 
now encountered by our assessors in . 
efforts to avoid reaching and valuing it. 
greater the difficulty the greater the duty to 
overcome it where justice among our people 
demands the supreme endeavor. Suppose 
General Government was obliged to depend 
solely upon an assessment of the persoual 
property of its citizens for its revenue. Does 
anybody believe that Uncle Sam would be 
short of funds? Or suppose the State were 
obliged to depend for its revenue upon pyr 
sonal property assessments exclusively. Is it 
not certain that approximate equity sopn 
would be achieved if the officers charged with 
the duty were enabled to proceed in a busi- 
ness way to accomplish it and were net afraid 
of losing place or votes by doing their duty? 
Manifestly the main reason why personal 
property now escapes so generally is because 
itis easier to assess real estate—that is al- 
ways visible—and because the laws seem to be 
devised on purpose to permit personal prop- 
erty to escape, and, worse than all, because it 
is fashionabie to permit it to escape. 

Clamor is heard against inquisitorial pry- 
ing into private affairs. Every bank in the 
country, every railroad, and every insurance 
company is obliged to make one or more 
annual reports of its exact condition. Ex- 
aminers and commissioners are empioyed by 
the government, without objection, to verity, 
inquisitorially, the truthfulness of these state- 
ments, Every merchant is obliged to make 
occasional statements of his financial con- 
dition in order to obtain credit for his pur- 
chases, and a large part of ‘he community 
have to make a like showing when they deare 
credit. Do honest men object to these pro- 
ceedings as inquisitorial? Is there any good 
reason why the government, seeking to ap- 
portion the burden of ite taxation upon all 
people according to their respective wealth, 
should be debarred from a like inquiry and 
like statements and from the privilege of in- 
vestigating their verity? | 


Non-Partisan Service, 


The work of assessment should be con- 
tinued throughout the year. The service 
should be non-partisun and should be per- 
manent ye good behavior. If the peaple 
of Illinois really want honest taxation ip a 
measure making such a radical change as 
suggested too much to expect from their 
Legislature? It is true that everything there 
generally goes by politics; that patriotisin 
and philanthropy seldom penetrate the prem- 
ises, save as a rat through a coal-hole, and 
generally meet with the rat’s reception. But 
we have elected a new General Assembly, in 
which we should have greater 1 7 ot integrity 
than some that have preceded it. If we are to ask 
them for revenue reform, let us ask for some- 
thing practical and effectual.

Would the work be honestly and effectunily 
done? We have thousands of men equally 
capable in this State. Give us the law and 
one such man the opportunity to lay out his 
plans and select his assistants. How long 
would it be before he would have assessments 
approximately honest? Let the assessments 
be at fair market value. How much easier 
that is than to determine some arbitrary per- 
centage and vary it on every item assessed. 
Let taxation be limited to 4 of 1 per cent. 
That rate on an honest assessment of real es- 
tate and all discoverable personal property 
would produce a revenue in Cook County 
double that now obtainable, and would reduce

Compulsory Arbitration in Labor Quarrels 
and Land-Homes for the Homeless. 
Tacoma, Wash., Nov. 28.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. }—A couple of. weeks ago the leading 
Republican paper in this State, the Seattle 
Post-Intelligencer, contained an editorial on 
the work of one of your Chicago Judges 


“*Tenure and Toil,“ by John Gibbons, The 
Post-Intelligencer advised a careful study of 


the work by those who will be called upon 
this winter to pass laws regulating the rela- 
tions of capital and labor. I sent for the 
book and have read it with interest and care. 
As a Republican, I want to do all in my 
power to satisfy workingmen thatthe Repub- 
lican party is their true friend; and I want 
the Republican party todo all in its power, 
within the bounds of reason and sound pub- 
lic policy, to provide a remedy for every real 
grievance of the workingmen which can be 
reached by legislation. The great tidal wave 
of this year will prove a delusive victory un- 
less we Republicans take hold in earnest of 
the problems which are uppermost in the 
minds of the working people and try to find 
satisfactory solutions of them. This is 
dently the view taken by the Post- Intelli- 
encer, and it is heid by thoughtful Repub- 
icans every where. 

Judge Gibbons finds the body politic cov- 
ered with dangerous sores, and he proposes a 
great variety of remedies for them. I have 
been most forcibly struck by two of these 
remedies—that of compulsory arbitration for 
labor controversies, and that of providing 
land-homes for the homeless. Labor contro- 
versies are the greatest source of public dis- 
turbance, and some method of settling them 
peaceably ought to be devised by Congress 
and by the State Legislatures. Capital will 
not recover its tormer confidence until this 
is done. With prolonged strikes constantly 
im pendi over industrial enterprises, it is 
idle to talk of the early return of good times. 
Money will continue to remain in hiding so 
long as we stand by and permit these period i- 
cal outbursts and tests of endurance, fraught 
with danger to property and to the public 
peace, and with want starvation to inno- 
cent women and children. Republican legis- 
lators throughout the couutry should cour- 
ageously grapple with this important ques- 
tion and apply the principles of right and jus- 
tice to its settlement, regardless of the ex- 
treme and unreasonable demands of either 
labor or capital. Our party is now on trial, 
and it must not be found wanting. 

Land-hemes for the homeless willprove the 
true solution of the difficulties which arise 
from overcrowded populatio large cities. 
Now that Chicago has gatfered within its 
walls 2,000,000 of people the time has ar- 
rived for it to consider whether hundreds of 
thousands of them could not serve it, as well 
as themselves, very much better by going out 
into the vacant lands of the West and earning 
their subsistence by tilling the earth and cul- 
tivating the vine. As the varied resources of 
the West are developed so will Chicago grow. 
The State of Washington, for example, is 
oa pable of supporting a population of 20, 
000,000, and yet it is the smallest in area of the 
Far Western States, although it is larger than 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Delaware, Mary- 
1. and the District of Columbia combined. 
Oregon, one and a half times thesize of Wash- 
ington, could vlso support 20,000,000 ple, 
Chicago would derive incaiculable benefit 
from the thorough development of these two 
North Pacific States. 

Judge Gibbons elaborates a plan by which

ment and at the same time impreve the con- 
dition of the poor by providing \and-homes 
for the homeless. The pian is equally suita- 
ble to New York. but its execution would be 
of more direct and immediate advantage to 
Chicago. 

The Republican party, which gave us the 
homestead law, should lose no time in taking 
measures for the extension of its generous 
1 to the myriads of homeless people 
n the great Eastern centers of population. It 
must devise means for the amelioration of the 
condition of the masses, or it will not long re- 
tain poweg The cravmg for improved con- 
ditions of Hife is intense and widespread, and 
a politicat party out of sympathy with it must 
soon pass from the field of action.

In the Malaria Belt. 
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VILLAGE PARLIAMENTS REPLACE IT 
IN ENGLAND. 


There Has Been No Parallel Since the 
Emancipation of the Russian Serfs for 
Such a Tremendous Alteration in the 
Machinery of Local Administration 
Russia Is as ‘Inscrutable as Ever=Li 
Hung Chang May Yet Sit on a Throne 
if Pekin Falls. 


Lonxnox, Dec. 1,—[Special to The New 
York Times.]—During the next fortnight 
some 23,000 different local elections are to 
be held in England and over 90,000 persons 
are to be elected to offices which had not hereto- 
fore existed, There has been no parallel since 
the emancipation of the Russian serfs for such 
a tremendous alteration in the machinery of lo- 
cal administration. They say that in coun- 
try parts public attention has been fixed on 
the impending election of parish and district 
councils for months, and that voters are keen 
to put the new institutions to democratic 
uses from the outset, but that in large towns, 
most of all in London, the magnitude of the 
metamorphosis is only now dawning 
on the popular mind. All vestry- 
dom, as it has grown up in the 
metropolis through ages of ecclesiastical 
control, is to be swept clean away, and 5,000 
new officials are to be chosen to manage the 
small affairs of parishes under wholly altered 
conditions. In Battersea, for instance, which 
is John Burns’ district, there are over 500 
nominations for 120 _ offices, and, if the bal- 
lots are printed asin the Parliamentary elec- 
tion, each elector will be obliged to pick out 
names ona voting paper five feet long. It 
will interest New-Yorkers to learn that, with 
such a portentous ballotas that, it is feared 
that it will be necessary to give the voter one 
or two added minutes over the usual five 
minutes’ time in the booth. In some par- 
ishes one hears of voters being drilled before- 
hand by means of blackboards, with names 
arranged as they will be on the ballots, 

Bambledem Is Dull. 

But in any event it will bea long time be- 
fore the new order of things makes a definite 
impression upon the historic chaos of London 
bumbledom. It is in the rural districts that 
swifter and more dramatic resuits are looked 
for. Here the astonished Hodge finds him- 
self suddenly invested with power to run bis 
village in his own way and to read the riot act 
to the squire and the parson, who have been 
sitting on his chest ever since the days of 
the Heptarchy. He can even levy a tax on 
their property for parish purposes up toa 
penny in the pound, or about four 
mills in a dollar, Such a powerful 
legend has | ae up about the dense 
slowness an stupidity of En- 
lish yokel that London fancy easily pictures 
him staring open-mouthed at his voting pa- 
per, until the publican, or landlord's agent, 
or curate, comés along and marks it for him. 
But those who have been working in the 
country say that the rustic has his eyes wide 
open, instead of his mouth, and that he is 
making no mistake at all as to who should be 
on the Parish Council and what a new village 
Parliament can do for him. Of course, the 
parsons, squires, and publicans are straluing 
every nerve to capture the new organizations. 
It is hardthis year, for thefirst time in 
memory, to get game beaters for shooting par- 
ties, owing to the unheard-of prodigality of 
the landlords in employing rural labor- 
ers to move stones, repair hedges, sweep 
up leaves, and to do other jobs, and to the 
wonderful spurt of active benevolence which 
every local y Bountiful, has put on in the 
distribution of ccals, biankets, flannels, and 
the like, But, while Hodge is taking all that 
is offered, it is believed that he is not to be 
humbugged when it comes to voting. At all 
events, it is upon what he does that the keen- 
est general interest is centered. 


Ehthusiasm Over Nicholas. 


Guests and correspondents returning from 
St. Petersburg deseribe as by far the most 
notable thing they saw the extraordinary 
excitement—almost delirlum—of the St. 
Petersburg street crowd when they 
found that the old police methods 
of guarding thoroughfares when royalty 
was moving about were actually aban- 
doned. The first day that it happened they 
thought it was a mistake, or perhaps a trap, 
for across the river, during the lying in state, 
throngs seek: entrance to the Petropau- 
lovek Fortress had been brutally beaten and 
lashed over their faces by Cossack squadrons, 
but when it was seen the next day that it was 
intentional they went mad with enthusiasm, 
and such vast cheering mobs surrounded the 
palace, demanding that me Czar and his 
bride again and again should appear on the 
baleony, that it was feared mischief might 
arise from their very exuberance of joy. 

These same informants report the reception 
of the Czar’s manifesto of amnesty and re- 
mission of debts as of mingled stupefaction 
and skepticism. At wipes out, for example, 
nearly $30,000,000 in arrears of taxes owed 
by the peasant classes. This looks very noble, 
but no one sees how it is to be done, because 
every so-called land bank is already in a state 
of practical bankruptcy owing to these 
efrears, and the whole machinery of local tax 
collection and estate mortgaging is inextrica- 
bly bound up with these arrears. The same 
decree provides for incréased salaries, pen- 
sions, and bonuses for great numbers of 
minor officials, and where this money is 
coming from is equally uninteiligible. A 
great variety of stories is brought over of 
high police officials dismissed, of corrupt 
Ministers to be disgraced, and soon, which 
may be taken merely to signify that the new 
reign has thrown the active-minded part of 
the empire into a ferment of excited un- 
certainty. This is only to be expected, 
but sensible people inside Russia and out 
will not lose their heads over these opening 
overtures to the genius of liberalism. Russia 
remains every whitas inscrutable and terrible 


a problem as it was ten years or ten months 


ago, and no change on the top, no matter how 
spectacular, can avail much as long as those 
dark, sinister forces underneath, which give 
to Russia its real shape and character, remain 
unaltered.

EXECUTION OF THE JAPANESE SPIES. 
Ouatery Over Their Surrender to the Chi- 
nese and the Result. 

New York Post:, The outcry over the sur- 
render to the Chinese authorities of two Jap- 
anese spies by our Consul in Shanghai is at 
least premature. As far as the facts have been 
made public they show that Secretary 
Gresham had no other course open to him.

LI HONG CHANG MAY YET GET A THRONE 
If Pekin Should Fall There Is a Big Chance 
for the Old Man. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 1.—[New York 
Herald. |—So settled is the belief among dip- 
lomats that Pekin will be captured within 
the next four weeks and that with its fall will 
disappear the last vestige of the present Tar- 
tar-Chinese dynasty, which has controiled the 
country for 250 years, that specalaton is al- 
ready indulged in as to the succession. 

Li Hung Chang, it is said, is too old to 
take the reins of government, and his only 
son is an imbecile, His adopted son—his 
nephew, in fact—is, on the contrary, a man 
of brilliant attainments, who has re- 
cently represented Chinese Govern- 
ment in Japan. He is known as Prince 
Li. Not only did he ably represent China 
at the Tokio court, but he succeeded to a 
greater extent than hie predecessors in gain- 
ing both the affection and confidence of the 
Japanese people. His uncle, The Great 
Li,“ as the Viceroy is called, has always enter- 
tained agreeable re at, uns with the Japanese 
Ministry. He has been disposed to treat 
Japan with more consideration than Chinese 
officials generally, and had his advice been 
followed when the troubles between the two 
countries arose in Corea the war, it is 
claimed, would have been averted a Com- 

romise honorable alike to both sides would 

ave followed, 

Li Hung Chang’s partiality for the Japan- 
ese and the fact family would be 
among the leading candidates for the succes- 
sion in the event of the overthrow of the pres- 
ent dynasty have made him an object of sus- 
picion to the Emperor and his immediate ad- 
visers. 

It is believed here that the house of Li 
Hung Chang would de favored by the Japan- 
ese Government as the successors to the reign- 
ing dynasty. Since Li is too old to fill the 
office of Emperor his influence would de 
thrown in favor ot his nephew, Prince La. 
Engiand, it is thought, would have her own 
candidate, and so possibly might Russia. 
Among those most familiar with Eastern af- 
fairs it is believed that the candidate pressed 
by Japan would in the end be accepted by the 
European powers, as well as by the majority 
of the Chinese people, the more especially as 
the house of Li is of pure Chinese extraction. 

The latest information from Japan is 
the Japanese Government will make the mur- 
der of the two Japanese students in Shanghai 
several months ago one of the subjects to be 
considered in a discussion of the negotiations 
for peace. These students had sought the 
protection of the American Consul and were 
delivered to the Chinese authorities with the 
understanding that they should be fairly 
treated. Their captors inhumanly tortured 
them and they were finally killed. Japan, it 
is said, will insist not only on a money in- 
demnity to their families, but that the princi- 
pal officer of the city, who was directly re- 
sponsible for their. murder, shall in turn be 
delivered over to the Japanese authorities for 
punishment or be beheaded by his own gov- 
ernment. 


WHY OANADA HAD NO PANIO. 


The Principal Reason Is She Had No Cause 
for One. : 

New York Post: Mr. W. C. Cornwell fur-. 
nishes to Bradstreet’s an article on the expe- 
rience of Carada during our panic of last 
year. In the first place, Canada had no panic, 
because she had no cause of panic. She had no 
Sherman silver law in operation, pouring mill- 
ions of Treasury notes into the circulaton 
whether they were wanted or not. The banks, 
and not the government, supplied the cur- 
rency of the country as it was wanted, and re- 
deemed it when it was not wanted, The re- 
sults of the two different systems stand in 
glaring contrast to each other. The deposits 
in the banks of the United States fell off 20 
per cent between May and September, 1893, 
while those of Canada fell off only 
3 per cent. The loans and dis 
counts on our side of the line fell 
off 12½ per cent, while on the other side the 
shrinkage was only 11 per cent. Savings 
bank deposits in the United States during the 
same time declined 8 per cent, and would 
have declined much more but for the enforce- 
ment of the sixty day rule. In Canada these 
deposits remained stationary or slightly in- 
creased. In fact, the only trouble in Canada 
was due to its proximity to us. It was a sort 
of induction from the great disturbance in the 
neighborhood, but Canada fortunately had 
the means for minimizing even this. Her 
bank system was so arranged that the de- 
mand for more currency could be met on the 
very day and hour when it came. and did not 
require the banks to put up $114 in order to 
get $90 of circulating ‘notes three or four 
weeks after. the event. The difference be- 
tween the two countries is stated by Mr. Corn-

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TO DOUBLE UNOLE SANT S ARMY. 
Proposition to Create a Reserve~Pians 

That May Go to Congress. 

New York Sun: One of the important ques- 
tions that will be brought up at the next ses- 
sion of Congress relates to the increase of 
the regular army. The experience obtained 
in the great railroad strike last summer 


makes it probable that an increase will be 


urgei with greater earnestness than in the 
past. The report of Adjutant-General Rug- 
gies, recently published, advocates the en- 
largement of the enlisted force by the addi- 
tion of 5,000 men. This would result in a 
numerical strength of 30,000 men. Of the 
present force Gen. Ruggles says only 20,000 
are available, In the event of an increase to 
30,000 the effective force would be 24,000. 

The direct result of the report of the Ad- 
jutant-General was the drafting of a bill 
which provides for the increase advocated by 
the War Department. Another bill has been 
prepared by those who believe that the regu- 
lar army should immediately be doubled. It 
is said that the War Department believes that 
the army should be doubled, but that the offi. 
cials hesitate to ask for the necessary legisla- 
tion in the face of the enormous increase in 
cost involved. The expenditures would be 
more than doubled, as the erection of quarters 
for the accom modation of the new men would 
mean extensive appropriations. A third plan 
has been proposed under circumstances, 
It is understood that the department approves 
it and has requested army officers of high 
rank to give their opinion of it. The bill pre- 
pared to carry out this plan provides for the 
classification of the army into three divisions 
-v: the active, the active reserve, and the 
retired, 

The active army is to consist of 25,000 
men, as at present. If possible an increase of 
5,000 active men will be made. The active 


veterans, or rather of old soldiers. All men 
who have served honorably for fifteen years 
in the regular army and who are then serv 

in it may transfer to this active reserve, A 
men who have served honorably for twenty 
years in the regular army and who are then 
serving in it must transfer. The retired army 
will be made up, as at present, of those men 
retired under the provisions of the present 
army regulations. 

The active reserve will draw half pay. It 
will be arranged in districts, just as the active 
army is now arranged in departments. Each 
district will have for its commanding General 
the General commanding the department of 
the active army in which itis situated. The 
men will be required to live within the limits 
of their district. They will be permitted to 
work as citizens, always holding themselves 
in readiness for military service. In time of 
duty they will receive full pay and allowances. 
Each district will have an armory capable of 
providing SS for all the men of the dis- 
trict. In times of peace half rations or com- 
mutation for such will be provided for the 
men, as well as a clothing allowance of one- 
half that granted a soldier in the active army. 
The different districts will be required to per- 
form a month’s field duty every year and 
take part in the rifle competitions of the de. 
partment in which they are situated. The 
system of discharge and all other, regulations 
established for the active army shall o te 
also with the active reserve army insofar ag 
discipiine and administration are concerned, 

The officering of the active reserve is a 


point on which there has been much discus- 


sion. This is the present idea: - Retired 
Colonels still competent will become district 
commanders, reporting to the Department 
Commander of the active army. other 
field and line officers down to but not inelud- 
ing Captains will be drawn from the youngest 
and most available field and line officers on 
the retired list. The Captains and First and 
Second Lieutenants will be taken from the 
non-commissioned officers of the active re- 
serve, promotion to be by competitive exam- 
ination under existing rules, modified in re- 
gard to age and minor qualifications, In spe- 
cial cases Captains may be taken from re. 
tired commissioned officers. All commis- 
sioned officers of the active reserve are to be 
subject to retirement under existing laws, 
Mon rank, pay, and allowances as now in 
orce, 

The active reserve will be limited to 25,000 
men, whose maintenance will be half that of 
the 25,000 men of the active army. It is 
evident that economy and efficiency are what 
the projectors of this plan aim at. Army of. 
ficers favor it for its exceptional opportuni- 
ties for promotion. Enlisted men will favor 


it for its peculiar advantages in aff 


capable non-commissioned officers, who are 
too old under present requirements to win 
commissions, and in providing the nce 
for a soldier to try the.outside world again. 

It is estimated that 4,000 of the present 
army of 25,000 are men who have served 
faithfully fifteen years or thereabouts. They 
will form the nucleus of the active reserve, 
Within three years 2,000 more active soldiers 
would join them. For the next five years 
8,000 more regulars would join the active re- 
serve from the active army. In ten years 10, 
000 men and more would transfer from the 
active army, 

One of the high officials of the army, com- 
menting in writing on the „ says: 

It will surely succeed, lam confident, It 
would be a stimulus for those in service and 
an attraction to young men of good character 
to join thearmy. It would bea decided ben- 
efit to the country at large, as it would return 
all suidiers to citizen life after fifteen years’ 
serviee, at the same time giving the govern- 
ment a regular trained body of men unim- 

peachable for bravery, discipline, and be- 
havior under trying circumstances, and under 
the direct control of the President. Its effect 
would also tend to lessen the necessity for 
State militia, an institution which perha 
may be rather a hindrance than a heip 
suppressing the troubles of the future because 
of the sympathy of the militiamen for the 
troublesome. Its cost, as is apparent, would 
be marvelously small.

Plea Made That Statutes De Not Allow 
Such Public Servants Any Wages Save 
Fees Mayor Hopkins Discharges a Der- 
elict Officer and Appoints a Successor 
New Assistant te Corporation Coun-

Judge Tuthill yesterday overruled the de- 
murrerin an interesting suit affecting the 
rights of town officers, The suit was brought 
by W. W. Carew, “a taxable inhabitant” of 
the Town of Jefferson, against the ex-town 
officers of the town for the two years previous 
to last April, as follows: Peter Loungquist.

The law gives the Collectors commis- 
sions only, and the 1 town officers fees, 
by which none of them would receive more 
than $40 or $50 a year. Judge Tuthill’s ac- 
tion is likely to create considerable alarm 
amoog the town officers in the city, whose 
salaries are immensely larger than those of 
efferson. 


MAYOR HOPKINS DISCHARGES 0’BRIEN, 


Railroad Inspector Paid Most Attention to 
His Saloon. 

Mayor Hopkins yesterday afternoon ap- 
pointed Dennis Considine, ex-Collector for 
the West Town, to the position of Railroad 
Inspector in the Street Department. In the 
same order the Mayor discharged Michael 
O’Brien, ex-Aildern.an from the Nineteenth 
Ward, for inattention to duty. It is claimed 
that O’Brien owned n saloon and that he paid 
more attention to that business than to that 
for which he was paid a salary by the city. The 
Railroad Inspectors have charge ef the work 
of overseeing the obstructions that are placed 
over streets when improvements are being 
made, Considine, the new appointee of the 
Mayor, is a well. known politician of 
West Side. Corporation Counsel Paimer yes- 
terday appoin Walter W. Ross to the posi- 
tion of Assistant Corporation Counsel to fill 
the vacancy caused by the promotion of As- 
sistant Guerin. The latter had had charge 
of the abstract work and other branches and 
was promoted when Mr. Palmer was made 
Corporation Counsel. Mr. Ross is about 26 
years of age and has been practicing law for 
about five years. He is a relative of Judge 
Tuthill and was acquainted with Mr. Palmer 
when the latter was in Springfield. He has 
already taken charge of the office. 


MEETING OF LINCOLN PARK BOARD. 


Newberry Estate Will Be Paid $25,000 
and Interest Will Be Paid. 

The Lincoln Park Board met yesterday aft- 
ernoon and considered several matters per- 
taining to park improvements. President 
Crawford recommended that the board pay the 
Newberry estate $25,000 still due for some 
land purchased in the south end of the park. 
As the amount was drawing interest at 7 per 
cent it was ordered paid out of the sinking 
fund. A discussion arose over the advisabil- 
ity of appropriating $4,000 for putting 
a roof on the new  green-house. 
Action was deferred until such time as there 
should be s meeting — all the Commission- 
ers. About a year a boy named White 
stepped into a hole had been left in re- 
moving a hydrant. He sustained an injured 
leg and his fatner brought suit for $10,000. 
The President reported that he could effect a 
settlement for $300 and he was instructed to 
doso. Park Superintendent Alexander re- 
ported that he had more animals of some 
kinds than were necessary and he asked au- 
thority to make some exchanges whereby 
some animals not now in the park could be 
secured. He was given this authority. 


Municip«l Brevities. 

October salaries were not paid to the Police 
Department yesterday as the checks were not 
made out. They will be paid today. 

Ald. Campbeil yesterday celebrated the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of his induction to the 
office of Alderman. It was Dec. 3, 1869. that he 
first took a seat in the Council.. At that time he 
represented the Thirteenth Ward. 

A committee of St. Paul Aldermen was at 
the Auditorium Annex yesterday, They left for 
Elkhart, Ind., to examine the kon method of 
disposing of ‘garbage. On their return they will 
examine the Anderson process in Chicago and 
then will go to Des Moines to investigate the 
garbage crematory of that city. 

The saloons have commenced to pay in 
money for licenses and the City Treasury will ia 
a few days be rapidly filling. Saturday was the 
first day after the liceuse money was due, and 
that day the collector received for saloon licenses 
alons $8,591. Yesterday there was a long line 
of callers at the office for the purpose of paying 
licenses. 

The Counci] Committee on Schools yester- 
day approved the recommendation of the Board 
of Education providing for the erection of an 
addition to the West Side High School to cost 
not more than 515.000. The committee also 
recommended the purchase of a lot from Rebec- 
ca S. Carventer for $3,700 in Ravenswood ad- 
jacent to the Lake View High School for the 
purpose of erecting a new echool building for 
the district. 


REPORT ON IROW HALL IS RATIFIED. 


Maryland Receivers Discredit Claims of 
Receiver Failey of Indianapolis. 


Battimore, Md., Lec. 3.—[Special.]— 
Judge Dennis of the Circuit Court, this city, 
has ratified the report of the auditor of the 
Iroa Hall, but it is not likely the funds of the 
defunct order in Maryland will be sent to the 
general receiver at Indianapolis. The entire 
amount heid by the Maryland receivers is 
$98,202. Deducting 5 per cent for receivers’ 
commission and other expenses, the fund 
here now is about $70,000. The court 
here has also passed upon a form of decree to 
be signed by the Indianapolis court as a con- 
dition upon which the Maryland fund will 
be sent there. This decree protects the 
Maryland members who have proved their 
claims, and provides for the payment in full 
of nineteen attaching policyholders. In case 
itshould appear that any Iron Hall branches 
in Maryland are short in their accounts, such 
branches are not to be suspended nor their 
members prevented from sharing in the dis- 
tribution. Maryland receivers fear to let the 
fund in their hands get i Re- 
ceiver Fuailey’s possession. Mr. 
has sent out statements of 
big dividends that will be paid 
if all the funds are put in his hatds. The 
Maryland receivers think there is reason to 
suspect that he might knock the Maryland 
claims out and use the Maryland fund to help 
swell the dividends to the 50 per cent that he 
has promised. An analysis of his financial 
statements, they say. shows that it ie simply 
impossible for him to pay over 30 per cent 
without resorting to some such methods as 
throwing out claims, suspending branches, 
etc. The Maryland receivers take the ground 
that it is better to get 20 por cent sure by lo- 
cal distribution than try to get 30 per cent or 
more by a distribution from Indianapolis 
with the risks atiached.

Women’s Clubs Interested. . 


The Chicago Women’s ¢lub is warmly inter- 
ested with Mr. Daniels in accomplishimg the 
project described. It has appointed a com- 
mittee to confer with Mr. Daniels looking 
towards the uniting of their respective forces. 
An unusual interest in the same direction has 
been awakened among the members of the 
West End Women’s club. The Chicago 
Women’s club furnishes a teacher for boys at 
the County Jail each day from 10 to 12 
o’clock, and its interest in the separate court 
and place of detention has been excited by 
the reporte of those teachers. Even a casual 
visitor to the Cook County Jail is struck with 
the lamentable state of affairs there. 

“A school for crime!" was the shocked ex- 
clamation of a gentleman visitor from a 
neighboring State. All that can be done 
under the circumstances has been done by 
Sheriff Gilbert. Formerly these juvenile 
offenders were confined with men—murdierers, 
thieves, men reeking with filth and disease, 
and profane and debauched. Sheriff Gilbert 
has discontinued this, so that now only boys 
under 16 years are congregated together, but 
no vivid imagination is needed to appreciate 
the great harm still resultant. 

What are you in here for?“ was asked a 
bright-faced little fellow of about 8 years 
teetering back and forth with his bare heels 
and toes on the stone floor of the jail.
